party are motivated by a treason- 
able desire lo ruin Ihe country. 


That 
is scarcely

method of Socrates. Rathar, it is 
•a technique designed lo generale 
heat and exclude light, to inflame 
Ihe emolions and benumb Ihc rea- 
son. 
It proceeds from the premise 


that the average voter is a meat- 
head, and hence aims its appeal 


i ..at the least inlclligenl members of 
Ihe clecloralc. 


All this is endurable once in two 


years because, through unshakable 
tradition, it has lo bn endured, and 
because Ihe duration of high-pitch 
campaigning is 
mercifully short. 


Bul to suggest a continuous barrage 
of these tiresome harangcs is an 
insult lo the candidates thai the 
NC-PTC supports and the voters 
to whom il commends them. 


The NC-PAC, despite the occas- 


sional espousal of a Republican, is 
basically

liberal Democratic 


tflgroup interested in seeing liberal

dangerous germs than penicillin, 
f,m°ng them tuberculosis, tetanus 
the deadly and elusive gas bacil- 
{us, tynhoid, dynscntcry, diphther- 
ia, syphilis gonorrhea and the or- 
ganisms which cause blood poison- 
ing, 
rheumatic fever and boils. 


A preliminary report on its ef- 
fectiveness in skin diseases, made 
before the American Medical As- 
sociation by Dr. John G. Downing 
and Dr. Millard C. Hanson cf Bos- 
ton, 
said their results 
generally 
were beller lhan with penicillin. 


The drug is made from an ex- 


tract of oat hulls compounded with 
various other chemicals. The basic 
subslance is furacin and the com- 
pounds are called nitrofurans. The

thus far have made about 250 dif- 
ferent furacin compounds, only a 
few of which have been tried thus 
far.

drugs necessary for a dose against 
each infection, and second, wheth- 
er they will produce any undesir- 
able reactions in the patient. It is 
too early yet for the experts 
to 
answer these questions. 


Dr. Downing told an AMA meet- 


ing thai he and Dr. Hanson had 
treated 212 cases of skin infection 
with nitrofuran; that it was suc- 
cessful in aboul 75 percent of them 
and thai Ihe patients showed fewer 
undesirable reactions than would 
have been the case had penicillin 
been used. 


Despite ils effectiveness 'when 


administered in solution internally, 
one of penicillin's drawbacks has 
been its tendency to cause reactions 
when applied directly on- surface 
infections. 


Dr. Downing said the 212 cases 


included ulcer, impetigo and 
an 


assortment of other infections. He 
said Ihe preliminary results indi- 
cated that the drug performed bet- 
ter than penicillin in surface Ireal- 
ment but lhal more lime would be 
required lo make a precise evalua- 
lion.

It is too early to say that, every- 


thing will run smoothly from now 
on. There is fundamental cleavage 
between the Soviet and the British 
Empire Avhich is still scheduled to 
produce many a headache. Unless 
the Soviets give up the idea that 
western ways are a threat to their 
existence which must be elimin- 
ated, the life of any accord must 
be comparatively short. The new 
attitude toward the United States 
seems to be based as much on 
practicality as on principle.

Progress Mode by Ministers 
of Big-Four Nations in Paris 
Conference Is Encouraging

But the 
mere.,'fact that the ministers have 
agreed, on anything at all marks a 
tremendous stride.

33ut more important than the re- 
sults are the indications that west- 
ern threats were not primarily re- 
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sponsible. There is evidence, writ- 
ten in this column previously, that 
Mosrow decided before June 
15 


that an accord with the United 
States was more important 
than 


any or all o£ the gains £or which 
she had been holding out. 
It is too early to say that, every- 


thing will run smoothly from now 
on. There is fundamental cleavage 
between the Soviet and the British 
Empire Avhich is still scheduled to 
produce many a headache. Unless 
the Soviets give up the idea that 
western ways are a threat to their 
existence which must be elimin- 
ated, the life of any accord must 
be comparatively short. The new 
attitude toward the United States 
seems to be based as much on 
practicality as on principle. 


But every, breather, 
every 
ac- 


ceptance of co-operation, provides 
that much more opportunity 
to 


spread the conviction that no boun- 
dary, no local or temporary gain, 
no extension of power, no stop to 
national pride, can ever prove as 
valuable as peace.

am. an intelligent, athletic young 
man who enjoyed some renown as 
a football player before he vvent 
to the war, has organi/ed a labor 
union of veterans with hcadquar- 
lers in Little Rock and a second 
office in Shreveport. It is called 
the Veterans Industrial Association 
and Mr. Karam is president. It is 
opposed to both the C. I. O. and 
the A. F. of L. and Mr. Karam 
recently 
announced 
that 
the 


V. I. A. would maintain a "vigi- 
lance committee to handle goon 
squads and agitators who seem de- 
termined to cause race trouble and 
class trouble here in the south." 


"We are not going to start any 


trouble," Mr. Karam said. 
"We 


don't want trouble. But if and when 
it does come, we are ready." 


I rnct Jimmy Karam about a 


year ago in Washington whe-re he 
was educating himself in the meth- 
ods of union organizers and study- 
ing the labor laws enacted by the 
now deal and the opinions of ihe 
supreme court in unioii cases 
so 


that he might know how far 
he 


could go. He was shocked bill, on 
second thought, encouraged to dis 
cover that if he called his new or 
ganixation a labor union and com- 
plied with a few. familiar formali- 
ties he could enjoy all the privi 
leges and immunities conferred of 
the C.I.O. and the A.F. of L. 


I recently read a progress re- 


port in an article by Gene Herring- 
ton of the Arkansas Democrat, of 
Lille Rock. -Jimmy expects vo open 
offices in three more states by the 
end of July and plans to organize 
veterans in all the southern states 
to resist the Jnva'sion of the .south- 
ern tier by the two big rivals of the 
union movement. He claimed 0,300 
members In Arkansas alone. 


Now, of course this new 
union 


will be denounced at once us a 
Fascist group but, waiving 
that 


question, what are its rights and 
powers under the New Deal laws, 
so strongly defended and rapturous- 
ly praised as "labor's gains" in- 
cluding Senator Wagner's "Magna 
Cliarla V" 


Us "vigilance committees," 
by 


law and precedent,

patrol 


with bats at plants where the old 
organizations are striving 
for a 


foothold and let no professional un- 
ionecr call that Fascism unless he 
is ready to plead guilty himself, 
for they have all done that and de- 
fended the practice, I have argued 
with some .of them 'dial 'ihey were 
suiting an ominous precedent and 
they always excused iheir conduct 
on the ground that they were serv- 
ing the workers. Well, Jimmy Ka- 
ram's members are workers, ioo, 
and veterans as well, and the first 
article of their program is that no 
veteran should be forced to 
join 


them or any other union or to pay 
tribute to anyone in order to get a 
job in the country he fought Cor. 


These vigilantes will not neces- 


sarily be employees of. the plants 
under their protection. -They may 
even be local merchants and mag- 
nates. But the C.I.O. and A.F. of L.

V. I. A. would maintain a "vigi- 
lance committee to handle goon 
squads and agitators who seem de- 
termined to cause race trouble and 
class trouble here in the south." 


"We are not going to start any 


trouble," Mr. Karam said. 
"We 


don't want trouble. But if and when 
it does come, we are ready." 


I rnct Jimmy Karam about a 


year ago in Washington whe-re he 
was educating himself in the meth- 
ods of union organizers and study- 
ing the labor laws enacted by the 
now deal and the opinions of ihe 
supreme court in unioii cases 
so 


that he might know how far 
he 


could go. He was shocked bill, on 
second thought, encouraged to dis 
cover that if he called his new or 
ganixation a labor union and com- 
plied with a few. familiar formali- 
ties he could enjoy all the privi 
leges and immunities conferred of 
the C.I.O. and the A.F. of L.

knows the meaning of the word psy- 
chiatry, and who has looked seri- 
ously al the suspicion, suffering, 
selfishness and indifference which 
hank like a cloud ovor that world, 
must sometimes suspect lhat the 
diagnosis and prescription are not 
greatly oxaggcraled. 


The world's people, says Dr. Bow- 


man, "have lo a considerable de- 
gree a cultural schizophrenia which 
tries lo avoid the unpleasant prob- 
lems of the world by denying their 
•^existence." (Schizophrenia, Ihc dic- 


lionary slales, is a type of psycho- 
sis characterized by loss of contact 
with environment and by disinte- 
gralion of personality.) 


In support 'of his contention Dr 


Bowman says lhal "Ihcrc is a 
very considerable percentage of in- 
dividuals 
who insist lhat 
it is 


childish to be concerned" aboul Ihe 
atomic, bomb and its threat 
of 
world annihilation. 


This statement was made before 


the atomic bomb tesl of June 30. 
Bul what,we heard and read afler- 
•iward sof'Tjjfcj to bear it out. 


Still, we c"ame across few poo- 
pic, who didn't seem disappointed 
in the firsl-lest. Radio reception 
wasn't good. But, moreover, Ihe 
bomb didn'l make a big boom. 
That seemed more important than 
the known fact thai Ihc guinea pig 
flcel had been considerably dam- 
aged, and lhal similar bombs — 
though perhaps of greater effective- 
ness —had blown the greater part 
of two cilies and their inhabitants 
to kingdom come. 


Our impression was that people 
/weren't relieved that the damage 


had been no-worse. They were dis- 
appointed Jhat a man-made holo- 
caust of unprecedented 
horror 


didn't develop, wilh mighty war- 
ships vanishing inlo thin air, is- 
lands disappearing, and the un- 
veiling of some fantastic new tech- 
nique of obliterating life. 


It seems generally accepted thai 


Die four atomic explosions to dale 
arc only a primitive employment 
of a force whose potential is in- 
finitely greater. Yet Ihc general 


. /caction might bo summed up with: 
\J"Aw, il wasn't so much." 


Maybe that's "cultural schioph- 
rcnia." But maybe it's not so much 
a manifestation of the impulse lo 
run away from reality as a mani- 
festation of the vicarious blood- 
Ihirslincss lhal loads Iho public to 
bullfights, lo boxing bouts in Iho 
hope of a knockout, and lo auto- 
mobile races In the expectation 
thai someone may be killed. 


Anway, il isn't comforting. 
It 


suggests that we Americans,.in the 
mass, were hungry for another hor- 
J i'or after the horror of war, And 


there we arc, again in the mass, 
more concerned over food shortages 
and a possible depression than we 
were over possible defeat by the 
Axis or are now over possible loss 
of Ihc victory. 


All this suggests that there may 


be something to the idea of a world 
psychosis. It suggests that a few 
good psychiatric treatments might 
benefit most of the world's people 
and improve Ihe complexion of our 
troubled limes.
